Fitted Up to Stay. 

Postoffice Inspector Dice, who was _ in- 
structed by the postmaster general to in- 
vestigate the operations of the Honduras 
National Lottery Company, in its relations 
with the postal service, in a report to the 
department says that the lottery company 
at-Pert Tarttipat has crected and occupied a 
large two-story brick Dullding, estimated 
to have cost with the printing outfit, about 
$50,000. The foreign name by which the lot- 
tery is designated, hé gays, is a mere sub- 
terfuge. 

Mr. Sinith Decides the Gary Case. 

Washington, February 14.—The secretary 
of the interior tocay reversed a ruling of 
the commissioner of the general land office 
in regard to phosphate deposits in Florida. 
The case was Gary vs. Todd. In May, 1891, 
Gary filed a contest against ‘Todd’s entry 
alleging that the land was chiefly valuable 
for mineral deposits, viz: deposits of phos- 
phate of lime. There was evidence to show 
that Todd knew of the existence of phos- 
phate on the land when he made the etry. 
The homestead law prohibits “entry and set- 
tuément of mineral lands.’’ The secretary 
says an original homestead entry is not 
such as can be properly called a settlement 
until it has been completed in accordance 
with the law. He, therefore, orders that 
the judgment dismissing Gary's contest be 
dismissed and Todd's entry canceled. This 
affects a number of other entries upon 
phosphate lands. 

Indians Call On the Big Chief. 

Washington, February 14.—At the first 
annual midday reception at the white house 
today several hundred strangers took ad- 
vantage or the opportunity to shake the 
president's hand, including a delegation of 
Indians, who wanted their agent changed. 
The visitors introduced themselves to the 
president, who was apparently in excellent 
health and seemed to enjoy the hasty com- 
pliments that were uttered. The number 
of senators and represéntatives who called 
upon the president was larger than for any 
day for weeks. 

Gant Got There. 


Knoxville, Tenn., February 14.--(Special.) 


An exceedingly interesting postoftice fight’ 


was concluded today by the appointment of 
Colonel J. W. Gant postmaster. There were 
Six candidates and charges were liled 
against most of them. The leading three 
were W. ©. Fulcher, championed by Sen- 
ator Harris; Gant, backed by Senator Bate, 
and Colonel T. L. Williams, endorsed by the 
postmaster general. Fulcher and Williams 
were the candidates respectively of the op- 
posing party rings and both say the appoint- 
ment pleases neither. Gant is a very old 
man, being seventy-one years of age.

Washington, February 14.—Th®t report that 
the senate finance committee recommends 
restoring the duty on coal to somé extent 
has had a disquieting effect in New ‘Eng- 
land to some effect. ’ 

John E. Russell, the late democratic can- 
didate for the governorship of Massachu- 
Setts, came down to Washington yester- 
day to secure some information on this 
point. He had a conference yesterday af- 
ternoon with a senator from one of the 
large coal-producing states of the south 
and informed this gentieman that it would 
be unfair to New England manufacturers 
to reduce duties on their products without 
giving some compensation in the way of 
free coal. The senator replied that the 
democrats cculd not afford to pass the bill 
through the senate leaving coal on the 
free list. He said that not only did the 
re-election of Chairman Wilson,® of the 
Ways and means committee, cepend upon 
restoring the duty in part, but that it 
would be impossible for the Gemocrats to 
elect a successor to Mr. Camden, whose 
term expifes March 4th next. 

Easterners Are Amply Protected. 

He informed Mr. Russell that the eastern 
manufacturers already have ample protec- 
tion and stated that a duty of 50 cents a 
ton wS8uld be placed on coal. He argued 
that where two articles, one inferior to the 
other, were brought into competition ds 
for example Nova Scotia and American 
coal, the cheaper article always reduced 
the price of the superior article, and that 
in a little while after the passage of the 
bill, the difference in price between the 
foreign and domestic coal would not be 
material. 

No Monkey Business, Senators. 

The report in cireulation that the sen- 
ate purposes charging fhe Wilson bill in 
many particulars. is not at all gratifying 
to the democratic members of the house. 
One of the members of the ways amd means 
committee said this morning in reference 
to these reports: ‘‘The house will not stand 
any monkeying with the Wilson bill. It 
represents thé sentiment of the democrats 
of the eountry. We will not agree to a 
duty of 50 cents on coal or iron ore. We 
might stand 25 cents a ton, but we would 
rather leuve both articles where they are 
—on the free list. 

“It is also reported that wool may again 
be placed on the dutiabf Wst. Under no 
circumstances will the houSe agree to this. 
We will have free wool or we will lave no 
bill. The senate might as well understand 
that.”’

Washineton, February M.—After some 
unimportant business in thg.early hour of 
the session of the house today, Mr. Reed 
called atténtion to the fact that Messrs.

HE WAS A PROFESSOR AT TRINITY 


Governor Tillman Telegraphed for Him to 
Return to the State—He Came Back, 
Was Arrested and Gave Bond. 


Columbia, S. C., February 14.—(Special.)— 
A great sensation has been created in South 
Carolina by the announcement officially 
given out today by Superintendent of Edu- 
cation Mayfield of the defalcation of John 
L. Weber, school commissioner of Charles- 
ton county, for several years. The amount 
of peculation is $1,237. The shortage ex- 
tends over several years. Why it has not 
been discovered before has not beer ex- 
plained, but there are insinuations that 
other Charlestog officials may be inmpli- 
cated, and that further startling develop- 
ments may result. / 

Weber was connected with The News and 
Courier and was at the same time school 
commissioner. He recently resigned both 
positions and accepted the position of pro- 
fessor of English literature in 
Trinity college, North Carolina. 
Since he left the state, the 
defalcation was discovered. Weber not only 
raised school pay certificates by inserting 
figures in the legitimate amount, but got 
trustees to sign others, which were to pay 
for school supplies, which he alleged to 
have purchased. Having complete confi- 
dence in him, they signed the warrant for 
small amounts usually, which he afterwards 
‘‘raised.”’ 

Weber Quietly Arrested. 

The matter has been knewn in official cir- 
cles for some time. Recently Governor Till- 
man telegraphed Weber to come back to 
South Carolina, which Be did. He was 
quietly arrested in Charleston and gave 
bond and returned to Yrinity college. The 
exposure was made public today and the 
evidence seems indisputable against Webe:. 
Unless he skips his bon@® the penitentiary 
is undoubtedly his lot. 

Weber is highly connected in the state. 
He has a wife and two small children. He 
got a good salary~ as a newspaper man 
and as commissioner, but his ‘lownfall is 
attributed to high social aspirations which 
he did not have money: to keep up, to §am- 
bling generally and dealing in futures.

Attorney General Johnson Moves in 
the Will Parvis Case. 
Jackson, Miss., February 14.—Attorney 
General Johnson, in the name of the state, 
has made a motion in the supreme court in 
the case of Will Purvis to have the question 
settled in order to have a new sentence 
passed, either by the supreme court or cir- 
cuit court, as the supreme court. may see 
proper to determine. The motion will be 
presented to the supreme court next Mon- 
day. Section 4367 of the code provides the 
sentence of the supreme court in all crim- 
inal cases brought before it shall be execut- 
ed in like manner as if passed by the court 
in which the prosecution originated; while 
section 1451 provides that the mode and 
manner in which the circuit court may re- 
sentence a convict where the convict has 
not been executed according to the original 
judgment of the court, and this provides 
that the convict shall be~brought before the 
circuit court on a writ of habeas corpus. — 
The question which arises is whether this 
case in which the sentence which was not 
executed by the sheriff was pronounced by 
the supreme court and where the sheriff wa; 
acting under the mandate of the supreme 
court, comes within the terms of 1461, and 
whether it is a case proper for the circuit 
ceurt to award the new sentence. The 
whole matter can be readily uetermined on 
this motion by the supreme court, and the 
proper direction given by the court in the 
premises. Kxhaustive inquiry confirms the 
belief heretofore telegravhed that Purvis 
will be dealt with under section 1451 code 
1892, that the supreme court has nothing to 
do with the case,*and that it wii be so 

stated.

These are pertinent questions,*in yiew 
of the troubles over the border. South 
Carolina is a liberty-loving state, and her 
people will not long submit to a system 
Which vexes the citizens, costs the tax- 
payers an enormous amount of money 
and makes it necessary to employ an 
army of special constables whose un- 
reasonable attempts to search private 
houses must necessarily cause strife and 
bloodshed. 

It is to be hoped that the supreme court 
of the Palmetto State will declare this 
law unconstitutional. That will be the 
first step towards genuine reform. Get 
rid of the dispensary and its constables,

and it will be an easy matter to regulate 
the liquor traffic. 

Upon no pretext can it be said that the 
state has the right to monopolize any 
traffic or any business. To admit this is 
to surrender everything appertaining to 
the liberty of the citizen. 

Eut, despite the fortheoming decision 
of the supreme court, the problem will 
eventually be settled by public sentiment. 
No people in any state in the union 
would leng submit to the oppression of 
a pretended reform which causes nothing 
but bitterness, strife and disorder. 


Stand on the Platform. 

We note, as a matter of casual interest, 
that Mr. Watterson’s Courier-Journal bas 
not yet shown any disposition to correct 
its statement that The Constitution has 
opposed every plank in the democratic 
platform. This misrepresentation our 
contemporary gave to its readers with- 
out qualification. It was as bold as 
malice could make it. We say “malice” 
with some degree of reserve and regret, 
for it is impossible to conceive why Mr.

Henry Watterson, 
editor of The Louisville Courier-Journal, 
was given a reception last night by the St.

P. P. Kelly, who, with Michael Doran,

Chairman Cutcheon declined to make a 
speech, saying that Mr. Kelly had ex- 
pressed his sentiments.

The Explanation. 

A commercial paper, commenting on 
Bradstreet's review of the failures of the 
past few years, says: 

These records show that, taking sev- 
eral years as a basis for forming the con- 
clusion, we owe much the largest number 
of our failures to the unwise attempt to do 
business on a little capital and a great 
deal of credit, creating a top-heavy com- 
mercial structure which cannot stand. Dis- 
asters from external causes come next, fol- 
lowed by incompetence, inexperience and 
fraud, with the rest of the failures pretty 
well distributedk among other causes. 

Failures due to the faults of those fail- 
ing made up 78.6 per cent of the total last 
year, the remaining 26.4 per cent being 
due to such external causes as disaster, 
failures of others and undue competition. 


This statement speaks for itself. When 
three-fourths of our failures are due to 
incompetence and too. little capital, we 
should think twice before ascribing our 
commercial disasters to hard times. 

With a just financial and taxing sys- 
tem times would improve, but it must 
be admiited that men of prudence, econ- 
omy and resources have been able to 
hold their own. Generally those who 
have suffered have been the inexperi- 
enced, reckless and speeulative—those 
who have strained their credit too far. 


The “International” Argument. 

We believe that some of our celebrated 
“international bimetallists’—such, for in- 
stance, as Mr. Daniel W. Voorhees and 
his friends—have been looking to some 
sort of movement on the part of England 
to reassemble the international mone- 
tary conference in order to settle the sfl- 
ver question. 

It was declared time and time again, 
when the unconditional repeal deal was 
hanging fire, that as soon as this coun- 
try stopped the purchase of silver with- 
out substitute legislation, England would 
demand bimetallism in self-defense. 
Such an argument was strong enough to 
suit the taste of those congressmen who 
preferred patronage to the interests of 
the people, but it never had a moment's 
weight with those who are familiar with 
some of the leading facts of English 
finances. ’ 

The Indian situation has been deftly 
handled by the money power which con- 
trols the government of Great Britain 
to force the United States to the gold 
basis. This influence, abetted by the 
fraud and misrepresentation practiced 
on congress and onthe people by those 
who were furthering the unconditional 
repeal deal; was used with great skill. 
In June of last year, notwithstanding 
the report of the Herschel commission, 
the money power of Great Britain com- 
pelled the Indian government to close its 
mints to silver. 

It is to be remarked that every news- 
paper in Great Britain except those that 
know the true inwardness of the move- 
ment and its connection with the deal 
going on in this country, expressed as- 
tonishment at the Indian experiment, 
and some of them were indignant. But 
the Shylocks were shrewd. The action 
of Indin clinched the deal in this coun- 
try. The fact that India would close 
its mints to silver was known in New 
York ten days before it occurred, and 
a very broad hint was given to that 
effect in the columns of The Evening 
Post. 

The deal went on here at a lively rate 
after the Indian movement. and among 
the arguments put forward by our na- 
tive and imported Shylocks was one to 
the effect that unconditional repeal of 
the Sherman law would bring such 
calamities on British interests that Eng- 
land would be compelled to consent to 
“the larger use of silver as a money 
metal.” , 

With these promises and by other 
means of fraud and misrepresentation, 
the democrats were prevented from of- 
fering substitute legislation for the Sher- 
man act.- Uneonditional repeal went 
through, and the calamities that were 
predicted for British interests have fall- 
en chiefly on our own interests and on 
our own people. It is true that some 
British interests have suffi@d. The 
Laneashire district is in great trouble, 
but as the Lancashire district is the 
principal purchaser of our cotton, the 
troubles there fall heavily on our own 
people. 

Every collapse in the price of silver 
means a further inerease in the value 
of gold, and every increase in the value 
of gold means the enrichment of the 
Shylock element that controls the gov- 
ernment of Great Britain as well as 
legislation in the American congress. It 
means also the deepening of the poverty 
of the masses, the further depression of 
business, and still lower prices. All 
this has been going on before the very 
eyes of the people, so that there can be 
no reasonable excuse for a lack of knowl- 
edge on the subject. If they cannot see 
what is before their eyes they are blind. 

Does any reasonable person suppose 
that the Shylocks of Great Britain, af- 
ter having tried for twenty years to im- 
pose the single gold standard on the 
United States, propose to relinquish their 
largely increased profits in the very 
hour of their success? They would be 
arrant fools if they did—and no set of 
fools could have mapped out and carried 
through the deal that culminated in the 
unconditional repeal of the Sherman law, 

We say, therefore, that if the people 
of this country want relief they will 
have to relieve themselves. Hf they de-

EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


The ninetieth birthday of Neal Dow will 
occur on March 20th, and his friends are in- 
tending to celebrate it with gpecial ceremo- 
nies. Not only will it be celebrated at his 
home in Portland, but meetings in honor 
of the father of the “mariae law’ will 
doubtless be held in many other places 
by advocates of prohibition and total absti- 
nence. Mr. Dew’s first interest in the tem- 
perance movement was in connection with 
the Maine Temperance Unien, which in 
1887 urged upon the legislature the abroga- 
tion of all license laws. In 189 he appeared 
as a public advocate of prohibition, advo- 
cating before the aldermen of Portland the 
referring of the question of license or no 
license to a vote of the citizens. Since 
then General Dow has been actively inter- 
ested in temperance work. He served in 
the war and was twice wounded; he was 
captured by the rebels and in 1864 was ex- 
changed for General Fitzhugh Lee. In 18380 
General Dow was the prohibition candidate 
for president, and received 10366 votes. 


The question is raised by a recent decision 
of Judge Dundy, of the United States dis- 
trict court at Omaha, whether the employes 
of railroads which are in the hands of re- 
ceivers appointed by United States courts 
are in any proper sense employes of the 
United States. Judge Dundy enjoined cer- 
tain railroad employes from striking against 


‘a reduction of wages on the ground that, 


as the reqgeiver who is managing the rail- 
road is an officer of the court, they are 
in the hands of the court to the extent im- 
plied in his injunction. The point is now 
raised whether it does not follow from Judge 
Dundy’s premises that these employes of 
the recetver, who is an officer of the 
United States, because an officer of the 
United States court, are themselves em- 
ployes of the United States; and, if they are 
do they not tome under the provisions of 
the law of 1892, which limits a day’s work 
for the United States to eight 
hours? The employes of the Union Pacific 
could not have been enjoined from striking 
on Judge Dundy’s ground if they were em- 
ployes of the corporation, and if not em- 
ployes of the corporaticn, for whom are 
they ee if not for the United States?

Ha Has Something to Say About the 


Prize Fight Matter. 
THAT WARRANT FOR THE SHERIFFS 


And the Other Civil Officers Whom 
He Called Out. 


LETTERS FROM JUDGE AND SOLICITOR 


Covering Different Features of the Case 
The Governor Talks Plainly— W ould Do 
It Again Under the Circumstances. 


“Yes, sir, most emphatically. I would do 
just as I did should the same circumstances 
present themselves,’ saad Governor Northen 
with characteristic emphasis, when the mat- 
ter of the prize tight and the controversy 
growing eut of it was under discussion in 
his office yesterday afternoon. 

“You have learned, of course, that the 
comptrolier bas rejected another warrant in 
the Corbett-Mitchell matte.” suggested the 
reporter who had started the discussion, 

“Yes, I see by the papers that I am stilla 
spectacie before the peopie on prize fights.”’ 

“Did you have authority of law to draw 
the warrant in question’’’ 

“Il have done « very serious thing if I did 
not, in attempting to take money from the 
treasury without being authorized to a so.’’ 

“Beiore the civil officers were notified,” 
continued the vovernor,. “I stipulated with 
Selicitor Br that these officers would 
be paid from the contingent fum., as we had 
no idea to what point any or all of them 
would be sent. Some of them we were com- 
pelied io send tv Florida.and furnished them 
With such racilities as would enable them to 
Bet on the inside to obtain reliable informa- 

‘tion, and to be present wherever the train 
might chance to stop. Each and all of 
them were heid in readiness to so to any 
point made necessary, and therefore, it was 
not my opinion that their expenses should 
be made chargeabie to any particular 
cornty.

I find further,,from an investigation of 
our constitutionf that the governor shall 
be a conservitor ef the peace throughout 
the state, and likewise that he “shall take 
eare that the laws are faithfully executed.’ 
He is the supreme executive head of the 
atate, and charged with the resnonsible 
duty of seeing that the laws are executed. 

Suppose that die is advised that an iIm- 
mense concourse of people propose to 
egme into the -atatea ame e- <r es 
in an open and notorious violation of the 
4>w of this state, could he be said to have 
fully discharged his duty by simply writing 
ti.e <heriff of the country proposed to be in- 
vided to attend to his duties, in the face of 
the selemn injunction that the constitution 
Jays upon him. to take care that the laws 
are faithfully executed? 

And. mark vou, that each and every per- 
son uiding an? abetting in. the proposed 
prize fight would have to be an accessory 
to the crime, and, under our law, equally 
vu.ty with the principals, all being princi- 
p: Is in misdemeanor cases. 

Tne constitution does not prescribe, nor 

does the legislature define, how he shall 
tae cage. but that is a matter, and must be 
a maiter left to his descretion. 
- | find in code £1 that he calls out the mili- 
tary, not under any prescribed rule, nor at 
any particular time. nor whe any particu- 
lar condition of affairs exists, but he orders 
out the military whenever, in his discretion, 
it becomes necessary to the due enforcement 
of the process of the courts, ete. Surely it 
could not be contended that when the legis- 
lature s@yvs he may cail out the military, 
in his diseretion, he cannot likewise cali cut 
all the civil forces at his command wnenev- 
er, in his discretion, it is proper to do so. 

The acts of the Jegslature, 1554-85, page 78, 
eappletely refut@ the proposition I have 
seturcested in the newspapers, that the 
executive shall not call on the Muitary un- 
til the civil forees are exhausted. He calls 
on the military when there is a probable 
rrospect of on invasion, rebellion, or in- 
strrection: Who determines whesa such 
probable prospect exists? The governor. 
Likewise, he calls out—how much military? 
Such as, in his judgment the occasion re- 
quies. Also, this act provides that when 
he is notified that there is reasonable cause 
to apprehend the outbreak of any riot, rout, 
tutnult, insurrection, mob, or combination to 
erpose the enforcement of the laws by force 
or violence, it shall be his duty. if he deems 
such apprehension well founded, to call out 
the military. 

Such being his diseretion, as well as his 
duty. with reference to the military, it is 
possible that he has no power, and no dis- 
eretion to organize civil forces, and that, if 
his military is inaccessible. he must sit with 
folded hands and see the law outraged and 
the state disgraced and made a spectacle of 
before all people? .. 

I have been much impressed with the rea- 
soning as laid down in the dicisions of sever- 
al courts upon the discretion that vests in 
the chief executive head of any state, which 
you will find in the Sth volume of Am. and 
Eng. Ency. of Law, on page 1406. Clearly 
to my mind, in the matter at bar, the gov- 
ernor hes acted within the discretion that 
not only the lay directly confers upon him, 
but that the whole spirit and policy of our 

overnment requires that he should have. 
Whether he used this discretion wisely or un- 


unwisely, there ix no court that can over. 
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the newspapers, that the avertior must 
procure an act from the legislature to pay 
this expense, what need to Sive the cover 
nor any discretion; what necessity to have 
an executive to act in emergencies? How 
wax and helpless would our government 
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If the law prescribed tha len’ 
thing, when done in a paribeeen war, aon 
tain money should be paid by the state 
then it probably would be incumbent upon 
the comptroller general and the treasurer 
to see that the conditions stated were com- 
plied with before they @ame parties to 
the payment of the money; but when the 
matter is one of diseretion with the gover- 
nor then I do not believe that the comp- 
troller, the treasurer, nor any official nor 
any court cain inquire into the wisdom with 
which the governor has exercised his dis- 
cretion. The governor is only answerabe. 
in such cases, to his own conscience, and 
at the bar of public opinion. Any othr 
rule would absolutelv destroy any and all 
executive heads to our government. 

f have been much interested to find out 
what limitations dre thrown around the 
fund, if any. I have so far 
found nothing, and so far as I ean find this 
fund is controlled entirely by the governor. 

It does seem to me that the comptroller 
general, whom I know and respect, and 
I say this with the greatest respect to him, 
might just as wel! refuse to countersign a 
warrant for the payment of a reward, on 
the ground that he does not think the gov- 
ernor acted wise'v in offering it, as to re. 
fuse to countersign the warrant now being 
discussed. whieh, like the warran. for the 
reward, is drawn in the diseretion of the 
governor. To carry out the contention "of 
the comptroller, as I have understood it. 
the discretion of the governor is subject 
to the discretion of the comptroller, and 
that means that the discretionary power 
vests in the comptroller and not in the 
governor. 

These impressions of the law are hurried- 
Iv prepared, and, I fear, erudely expressed. 
The views I have may be erroneous. | 
have never considered the question in- 
volved before this time. The reasoning an- 
pears good to me now and T helieve mv con- 
e'usions are right. and shall hold them un. 
til Il am shown in error. 

lipw It All Came Aboaut. 

“Since the attorney @eneral has fully and 
clearly set forth the law in ealling out the 
military there is some little criticism that 
you possibly did not proceed under the 
law.”” suggested the reporter. 

“Yes, I dare say there will be criticism 
even after the full facts are known. Some 
peop.e, you know, can never be satisfied 
When they want to complain. 

-“The counties along ‘the southeastern 
border of the state, as you know. constitute 
the Brunswick judicial circuit, Hon. J. hL. 
Sweat being the judge and Hon. W. G 
Brantley the solicitor,’’ continued the gov: 
ernor. “When I was put into pessession 
of reliable information that the fight would 
be attempted in Georgia I submitted my in- 
formation to the attorney general and he 
Suggested that the civil authorities should 
be notified. I at once telegraphed to So ‘ict. 
tor Brantley to come to Atlanta. He spent 
an entire day with the attorney genera!) 
and myself, discussing the law and the 
facts. He said with emphasis that he did 
not want the disgrace of the fight put upon 
his circuit. He returned to his home under 
instructions from me to confer with Judge 
Sweat, and to organize the civil forces and 
to let me know from Judge Sweat if there 
were any further needs. This Solicitor 
Brantley did and wrote me, inquiring again 
about the support of the civil authortties by 
the military. He told me that Judge Sweat 
thought it b@st for me to go to Wayeross. 
In reply I telegraphed no indications about 
the use ef the military forces, but that ] 
would go in person to Waycross. In the 
meantime I notified Colonel W. W. Gordon. 
of Savannah, to be in readiness to respond 
to any orde: from Waycross. I had fully 
determined to do all in my power to support 
the civil officers in the discharge of thei: 
duty in enforcing the law against threat- 
ened defiance if my aid was needed. 

“When Solicitor Brantley returned tc 
Brunswick, after his conference with Judge 
Sweat, these gensemen determined to senc 
two trusted men to Jacksonville, unknown 
to each other, for confirmation of the in- 
formation we had if true. Their investi- 
gations confirmed the statements we hac 
received. This I learned after I reached 
Waycross, and I then ordered the military 
to the support of the civil authorities, while 
in persona. conference with Judge Sweat 
and Solicitor Brantley. My appearance ai 
Waycross was not, therefore, to take cont 
mand ef the troops, as has been so gen- 
erally stated, but to save expense to ths 
state if the threatened disgrace could not 
be etherwise averted. 

“I did what in my deliberate gJaudgment 
the good name of the state required met 
to do and what my sworn obligation tc 
the people demanded. 

Would Have Occurred in Georgia. 

“I have every reason to know that unless 
these preparations for defense ‘had been 
made Georgia would have suffered the dis- 
grace of Mississippi in the Sullivan-Kilrain 
affair. This I attempted to prevent. For 
this I have been severely censured by many 
people in this state. To such citizens ] 
have no apology to make. Their criticisms 
though severe, h@ve not moved me one par- 
ticle from. my purpose. For their informa- 
tion, and for the ful satisfaction of al 
the people, you may say for me, with em- 
phasis, that no amount of ridicule and 
contemptuous talk will ever drive me from 
the fearless discharge of my duty to the 
state and my sworn obligations to the peo. 
ple. My conscience is my own and I will 
never deliver it to the dictation or cuntrol 
otf any number of men who seek, through 
ridicule, to have me dishonor the state. 

“Tl have now given you my record upon 
prize fights, and I will stand squarely upon 
it, in the face of al. possible ridicule, abuse 
and contempt. 

A Letter from Judge Sweat. 

‘“‘Eleve is a ietter 1 have just this day re- 
ceived from Judge Sweat, written upon his 
own motion, that may be of interest to the 
public: 

“\vaycross, Ga., February 12.—His LEx- 
cellency, W. J. Northen, Atianta, Ga. My 
bear pir: in view of tne extensive public 
notoriety BWwen to what some of the news- 
papers are pleased fo term the ‘Waycrosa 
War,’ and ui tne criticisms made cuncern- 
ing your acts in connection therewith, 1 
trust you will pardon me for reviewing the 
matter and giving my reflections in rela- 
tion thereto. ‘ 

“Subsequently to the public declarations 
by Governor Mitcnell that, despite any de- 
cision that might be rendered by a circuit 
judge, he would adopt measures abso.utely 
to prevent the fight between Corvett ar 
Mitchell taking place in Florida, the Duva: 
Club sent parues out on both the Savannah, 
Florida and Western railway and the 
Fiorida Central und Peninsular railroad 
who actually selected, as I understand, twc 
places on each of saTd roads in Georgia for 
the light.

“Just What Afianta Neéds.” 

“Why, it is just what Atlanta needs!’ 
exclaimed Judge Howard Palmer, director 
general of the exposition, “and I am sur- 
prised that no one has thought of it be- 
fore. Of course, we want a bonded ware- 
house. Atlanta simply as a port of entry 
and delivery should have one in order to 
give our merchants better advantages for 
importing their foreign goods, but aside 
from that fact our great exposition will 
emphasize the demand for its establish- 
ment. 

“The necessity of it is plain to every 
one. It is our purpose to secure large ex- 
hibits from all quarters of the globe, and 
if it is known in the foreign countries that 
we have a government bonded warehouse 
here, there will be no trouble in the world 
in getting all we want. Then it will be so 
| easy to look after these exhibits. As soon 
as they -arrive they, of course, will be 
placed at once in the warehouse. Then if 
we are not ready for them they can re- 
main there under the care of the govern- 
ment. When it becomes necessary to place 
them upon exhibition, we can give receipts 
to the surveyor of customs and take them 
out. All of the time the articles upon ex- 
hibition will be under that officer’s super- 
vision. Should any of the exhibitors desire 
to sell their goods then, of course, they 
would pay the duty. You see, everything 
would work as smooth as could be. What 
a great convenience the warehouse would 
be! And we must have it, too.” 

Mr. Sam inman Wants If. 

“The suggestion of Mr. Chamberlin,” said 
Mr. Sam Inman, “struck me very forcibly. 
l have great confidence in anything that 
that gentleman says or does, ‘and when I 
read his remarks this morning concerning 
the benefits which would come to us from 
the establishment of a government ware- 
house right here in Atlanta, I felt satisfied 
that it would be the proper thing. I am 
not very familiar with all the methods of 
a bonded warehouse, but from what I can 
learn there would be no doubt of our city 
being greatly benefited if one was placed 
here. I can see where it would stimulate 
trade, extend to our merchants a broadcr 
scope for negotiations, and offer to them 
numerots conveniences which now they do 
not have. As far as the exposition is con- 
cerned, I really do not see how we could 
very well afford to be without the wuare- 
house. Certainly it will aid us in securing 
contracts for foreign exhibitions and induce 
many more exhibits to be forwarded here. 
Our exposition is going to be one of the 
biggest things that the south has ever seen 
and we ought to bend all our efforts toward 
facilitating the importation of goods from 
abroad.

Hospital Physicians Pronounce 
the Mysterious Stranger Well. 

Dr. Butler, of the Grady hospital house 
staff, whe has been in charge of the wound- 
ed stranger, yesterday pronounced his pa- 
tient cured and ready to leave the institu-

‘tion, but as there is still a large and healthy 


mystery connected with him, he is being 
held at the request of the city detectives. 

The stranger looked chipper and bright 
yesterday afternoon and was circulating 
about the hospital wards in a very lively 
manner. He wore a new suit of clothes 
and was making himself useful in the ca- 
pacity of a nurse. He carried trays loaded 
with the evening meal up to different pa- 
tients and appeared to enjoy the occupation. 

His general health is unimpaired by his 
long confinement. In fact, he looks much 
stronger and healthier than when he was 
first carried to the hospital. His cheeks are 
flushed and rosy and his eyes are bright, 
but an occasional stammering and a con- 
traction of the brows when talking indicate 
that his mind is not as vigorous as it was 
before his accident. 

He has not given his name and has stead- 
ily refused to give any. He has shown him- 
self to be one of the shrewdest fellows liv- 
ing in his manner of evading troublesome 
questions as to his identity. He has been on 
friendly terms with Dr. Butler and the 
latter has often asked him about himeelf, 
but has steadily failed to get any satisfac- 
tory replies. 

“T'll send you my name, doctor,” is his 
invariable reply. 

He has given no rea¥on for the strange 
concealment of his identity and this makes 
the case all the more puzzling to the doc- 
tors and detectives. He has tried hundreds 
of schemes to deceive them as to his name, 
but all have successively failed. He has giv- 
en a score or more of names, and investiga- 
tion has in each instance proved him to be 
a fakir of the first water. 

The case has resolved itself into one of 
the strangest mysteries that Atlanta has 
recently known. The strange patient has 
positively identified Charles Gouge, a young 
white man now in custody, as one of his 
assailants, and Gouge is uneasily awaiting 
developments. He is very anxious that the 
injured man be allowed to go his way Wwith- 
out molestation, which would mean that the 
case against him would fall through. 

The man at the hospital is exceedingly 
anxious to leave the hospital, and for more 
than a week he has heen begging the 
physicians to let him go. He is more anxious 
than ever to go now that he is fully recov- 
ered, and but for the close surveillance to 
which he is subjected he would surely leave. 
He is not allowed to have his clothing at

Proved Too Great a Temptation, and He 
Fled Witho\ta Moment’s Thought. 
His Curious Story. 


The whim of a moment made of William 
Penn, hitherto an honest boy, a criminal. 
He was at wok; temptation came to him; 
without a moment for thought he yielded 
to it, rushed off with a bag of money in 
his hand, and before he had time to realize 
what he was doing he was on a train, a 
thief fleeing from justice. 

His story is one of more than ordinary in- 
terest in crimginal annals. Penn is a young 
man of twenty-one, strikingly handsome 
and with a good past. He is a strong, ro- 
bust fellow, and his hair stands straight 
up in a Corbett pompadour. 

For several weeks he has been the clerk 
and confidential man of Mr. Richard 
Holmes, the merchant of 264 Edgewood 
avenue. Mr. Holmes states that he em- 
ployed Penn to fill the position left vacant 
by the discharge of a young man who 
mulected him of $300. 

Penn filled the merchant's ideas of what 
a clerk should be. He was prompt and in- 
dustrious, and during the recent illness of 
Mr. Holmes, had full control of the store. 
Mr. Holmes had perfect confidence in him, 
and was utterly amazed at his wrong doing. 

The story of Penn's flight and subsequent 
arrest in Birmingham was told in yester- 
days’s paper. He was caught in the Magic 
City immediately after his urrival there 
and the stolen bag of money taken from 
him. Penn was brought back to Atlanta 
yesterday afternoon by Patrolman Jett, 
and was locked up at police headquarters 
where he will be held until this afternoon 
when he will be taken before Justice Orr 
for trial. 

Penn tells a graphic story of his tempta- 
tion and fall which is something out of 
the ordinary. He says he had no thought 
of stealing the money ten minutes before 
doing it. 

“Il was in the rear of the store alone,” 
said he. “Mr. Holmes had just siepped 
across the street. The bag of money was 
lying on the desk. It was a big bulky affair, 
and looked like it might contain a huge 
sum of money. It looked tempting and in 
a moment the thought of stealing it came 
to me. Es 

“It was done in a minute. There was 
no time to think. Mr. Holmes might step 
in any moment and then it would be too late. 
I didn’t think of the consequences, of being 
caught, of what I would do, of anything: lL 
only saw the money there in a bag and the 
desire to possess it overcame me. I picked 
it up and stepped out of the store. It was 
then nearly 4 o’clock; I knew the Birming- 
ham train left at 4:20 o’clock and as | had 
to get out of town I decided to take that 
train. I made my way to Simpson street 
and jumped on the train as it passed there.” 

Penn expressed himself as being exceec- 
ingly penitent for his deed. He had no 
definite plan in view, and when arrested had 
only about $68 on his person. 

Mr. Holmes will prosecute Penn, and the 
latter will be given a preliminary hearing 
before Justice Orr today.

The Streets Passed Upon by the City 
Council 


SINCE THE FIRST DAY OF JANUARY. 


Piedmont Avenue Is to Bo Paved and 
the City to Be Improved 
Greatly. 


Since the ist of January the city council 
has taken action in regard to a number of 
streets in the city, and the work of grading 
and general improvement has already com- 
menced. 

In a few days Piedmont avenue, between 
Houston and Pine streets, will witness a 
decided upheaval. <A force of hands for the 
purpose of grading and paving the street 
has already been set to work and the total 
cost of improvement will be $25,600 

The length of the street, included be- 
tween the limits of improvement, as speci- 
fied in the order of the council, is 3,675 feet, 
or nearly three-quarters of a mile, running 
through the central portion of the city. 

In addition to the paving of this street, 
an order has also been issued by the city 
countil for the improvement of Connally 
street one block, between Fair and Wood- 
wérd avenue, at a cost of $2,200. 

Also an.order for the paving of James 
street at a cost of $2,900. 

Sidewalks to Be Improved. 

A number of smaller appropriations have 
been made by the council for the purpose 
of grading the sidewalks in different por- 
tions of the city. All these streets are un- 
der orders to be curbed and paved, and no- 
ticés to abutting property owners are now 
being issued:

THOSE PUFFENG ENGINES. 


A Nuisance of Long Standing Which 
Is the Sabject of Much Complaint. 
There seems to be no little complaint 

among the occupants of the Kimball house 

offices fronting on Wall street about the 
engines letting off steam while standing 
just in front of the shed. 

It develops that half an hour or three- 
quarters cf an hour or an hour before a 
train is ready to depart, the engine backs up 
from the yards and takes its stand just 
across the sidewalk on Pryor street and di- 
rectly in front of the south side of the 
Kimbali. Steam is already up; but before 
the train leaves the shed it frequently be- 
comes necessary to throw a little more coal 
and increase the amount of steam. 

fhen- comes such a smoking, putting, bléw- 
ing aS was never seen or heard before. The 
noise from the escaping steam is so deaf- 
ening at times as to make it exceedingly 
difficult to carry on a conversation in the 
offces of the Kimball. Complaints have 
‘been made before, but the matter was never 
stopped. 

A Constitution representative called on 
Some of the office men on Wall street last 
night, and every one of them to a man was 
@taphic in his description of the evils of 
the practice. 

Said one: “I don’t know whether there is 
any law on the subject or not. This, how- 
ever, I do Know; that the nuisance ought 
to be stopped. Here in the office, Colonel 
Adair has found great difticulty in transact- 
ing business on account of the noise made 
by the escaping steam, and the bookkeeper 
never allows a day to pass without giving 
vent to his indignation. 

‘Something ought to be done to stop the 
nuisance. I remember on one occasion 
that it becarre necessary for us to 
call a policeman to investigate the matter. 
No case was made against the engineer 
then, because he said that the noise and 
commotion was unavoidable; and we allow- 
ed the thing to pass, on the ground that it 
never occur again. But it doesn’t stop. 
There has been no cessation, and it is very 
difficult for us to hear ourselves talk at 
times.’’ 

Said one of the men in Captain J. J. Grif- 
fin’s office: “‘Well. I should say so! The 
noise is at times deafening, and the trans- 
action of business is attended with great 
inconvenience very often. We are not so 
much troubled with the smoke or the dust; 
but it is the noise of she escaping steam 
that causes the trouble. No: I don’t know 
whether there is any law about it or not. 
The railroads have no rule on the subject.’’ 

Captain D. W. Appler was next seen. Said 
he: “Weil, that’s a chronic complaint with 
us. The smoke may dirty the front win- 
dows a little more than if those engines 
wouldn’t stand there an hour at a time; 
but the blowing off of the steam causes 
creat inconvenience nearly all the while. 
In the morning about 8 o’clock, the noise of 
the Western and Atlantic train, half an 
hour before leaving, is exceedingly unpleas- 
ant. I wish that the matter could be stop- 

ed.’’ 

. Tracing the matter further The Constitu- 

tion man learned that the unwritten rule of 

the railroad companies, whose lines enter 
the shed, is that the engines shall remain 

‘in the yards until six minutes before leav- 
ing time. The practice, however, seems 

not to coincide with the rule. 

Many think that there should be a 

written law on the subject. It appears 

that the city code is silent when it comes 
to saying how long these engines shall 
stand there in front of the Kimball and 
blow and puff and make it hard for a man 
to hear his ears. 

Railroad Brfefs. 

Many of the railroad men of the city are 
laughing at the statement made that Ww. W. 
Broo now of Florida, was the first to con- 
ceive e idea of having railroad advertise- 
ments written in the novel form. 

‘Said the advertising man in Captain 8. 

H. Hardwick’s office: “I know Brooks well; 

used to work in the same office with him. 

Railroad advertisements in novel form were 

used before Brooks was ever in the rail- 

read business. To my certain knowledge 
they have been used for the past twelve 
or fifteen years.”

WHAT A SHREWD FARMER REALIZED 


ee 


Hogs for the Market Have to Be Raised on 
Corn— Atlanta as the Center of This 
New Industry. 


The farmers of the country ought to 
raise “more hog” and less cotton. 

This is good advice, as it comes from 
high authority. The logic of the situation 
is found in the money to be realized from 
the experiment. 

In order to raise hogs it is necessary to 
increase the yield of corn. For a number 
of years past the farmers have been death 
on cotton; they have measured off their 
little patch of ground and sprinkled it with 
nothing else but cotton seed. The result is 
a lower price for cotton, and the loss of 
all the money that might be realized from 
hog raising. 

Atlanta ought to save all of this money 
that is spent in foreign markets for pork 
and other kinds of meat, in addition to rak- 
ing in a lot of dollars which are now spent 
in other sections of the country. 

“Hogs are not very good looking,” said a 
prominent wholesale dealer yesterday after- 
noon, “but they bring money and that is 
what we need in this part of the country.” 

He Beat His Cotton Crop. 

The following dispatch throws light on 
the situation: 

“Auburn, Ga., February 14.—Mr. J. W. 
Whidden, of this place, sold 1,000 pounds of 
home-raised meat this week to Shingler & 
Lawrence ut a better profit than he sold 
his cotton crop. Why not every farmer do 
likewise and be independent.’ 

The farmers have been raising cotton so 
long that it seems like second nature to 
plant cotton instead of corn. They prefer 
to buy their meat insteau of raising it, 
when by a change of policy they could raise 
it for the market and make a neat pile 
of money out of the enterprise. 

All things come in time, however, and a 
meat market for Atlanta, with the farmers 
all over the country raising hogs on one 
side of the plantation and corn and cottou 
on the other, will be a picture for the ar- 


» tist to draw before we have seen the last 


of the present century. 
liogs Must Have Corn. 

“If the farmers try to raise hogs,” said 
Mr. Oglesby, yesterday afternoon, “they 
will have to commence by raising more 
corn. A hog that is brought up ‘on any- 
thing else except corn is hardly good to 
eat. He is what we call a ‘razor back.’ 
I see no reason why these hills around At- 
lanta should not be utilized to advantage 
in the raising of hogs, provided the farmers 
on a broader scale wiil begin the cultiva- 
tion of corn simultaneously.”’ 

Several other merchants were interviewed 
along this line, and all were inclined to be 
of the same opinion. 

This locality, from Texas to Virginia, 
and especially along the trail of the Alle- 
ghany mountains, is especially adapted to 
the cultivation of corn. The Indians, for 
hundreds of years before the appearance 
of the first European, were given to the 
cultivation of what they called ‘maize’ 
in great quantity. Corn was the natural, 
spontaneous offspring of the soil in this 
section of the country. 

With a climate thus favorable for corn, 
all that is necessary for raising hogs is 
provided. 

How They Ought to Be Raised. 

Tho hog ought to be raised with a great 
deal of care. It is a foolish economy to 
give him the waste products of the farm, 
and a wise extravagance to give him the 
best food which can possibly be assimilated. 

‘‘A hundred dollars in corn,’’ said a friend 
of the hog yesterday, ‘‘that is properly con- 
verted into hog meat, is not only 2iw saved, 
but is that amount doubled. ‘rhere is all 
the difference in the world between 2 hcg 
that is fed on slops and a hog that is fed 
on corn.” 

Before the war nearly all of the farmers 
were engaged in the hog raising tusiress. 
It was not carried on, however, on a very 
large scale, as the cultivation of hogs was 
merely for the purpose of home consump- 
tion. 

Recently, however, this important indus- 
try has been overlooked, and only a few 
farmers can be found who have more than 


. enought hogs to eat up the waste product 


of the plantation. Even these are not fed 
on corn, except by way of special appro- 
priation, when a generous departure from 
the custom is resorted to as a matter of oc- 
casional consideration. 

Atinnta as a Market. 

Atlanta has all of the requisites of a splen- 
did meat market and there is no reason why 
Chicago and other sections of the country 
should get the benefit of that demand which 
properly belongs to this section. 

The merchants of the city have been talk- 
ing over the matter for quite awhile. All 
of their views are decidedly along this line. 

It is impossible for Atlanta to outstrip 
Chicago as a market for the sale of meat, 
but there is no reason why she ought not 
to have the monopoly in the south, when 
she has all of the conditions which are 
needed to bring about that consummation.
